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THE increased activity in the hospital field during 
the last year which has been so noteworthy a char- 
acteristic to those who have followed the trends is 
demonstrable in a great many ways. We know that 
hospital building activities have been stimulated, that 
replacements, repairs, and reconstruction have gained 
over any year previous to the last three and that 
modernization cf equipment and divisions of buildings 
have shown a pronounced increase, and, finally, that 
a general reawakening of interest in hospital facili- 
ties and hospital service may be thought of as being an 
cutstanding characteristic of the year 1935. Parallel- 
ing this physical development anyone interested in the 
hospital field cannot but be gratified over the pro- 
nounced internal development of the hospital, due to 
increased activity in many related fields. The inspec- 
tion of the schools of medicine, the standardization 
of the specialties in medicine, the growing interest in 
educational standards among our state medical ex- 
amining boards have not been without their effect 
upon the medical-staff activity in the hospital. Simi- 
larly, the interest of the nursing groups in their own 
self-development, the formulation of policies of ap- 
proval, and standardization by the hospital admin- 
istrators, the dietetic groups, the laboratory technolo- 
gists, the radiologists, the physiotherapists, the occu- 
pational therapists, and, perhaps, others have all had 
the effect of centralizing interest upon the hospital. 
All of these groups and many others, chiefly the wel- 
fare agencies, are rapidly progressing toward a real- 
ization of the hospital's self-position in any program 
of improvement and professional betterment. If this 
interest creates as many new problems as it solves old 
ones, the gain, after all, is that of the hospitals. In 
addition to the gain to the respective professional 
groups, we cannot but admit that a period of in- 
creased activity must at the same time be a period of 
increased anxiety. The interest of medical economics 


has done much to bring about increased interest in hos- 
pital economics, we hope, ultimately to the gain of 
the hospital. So it is in practically all the fields which 
are occupying the attention of the hospital groups, 
these relationships are often deep below the surface, 
but they exercise their influence none the less ef- 
fectively and sometimes very emphatically. 

It is generally understood that hospital occupancy 
parallels business conditions. During periods of finan- 
cial stress, such as those we have lived through, only 
acutely ill persons find their way into the hospital. 
We might point out in passing that one of the most 
remarkable phenomena of the last depression was the 
fact that despite the increased number of acutely and 
critically ill patients, the mortality rates in the hos- 
pitals, as far as is known, have not increased to any 
appreciable extent. Scarcely a greater testimony could 
be paid to the medical educators of our medical staffs. 
As business conditicns improved, less and less acutely 
sick patients are apt to seek the comfort and relief af- 
forded them from their troubles by our hospitals. 
Surgical patients are apt to be more prompt in follow- 
ing their physician’s advice and less domiciliary care 
cf the sick ensues. All of this line of thinking is well 
illustrated by various trends in the hospital field. The 
Hospital Number of the Journal of the American 
Medical Association which has just appeared affords 
convincing evidence of the general situation. 

In the Catholic hospital field, too, we find not a 
little evidence of the parallel which we are here draw- 
ing. Details concerning occupancy will be given in a 
subsequent section of this paper. It is sufficient here 
to point out that occupancy has actually increased. 
The further analysis of this statement will be sub- 
stantiated by factual data. The number of Catholic 
hospitals which appear in this year’s Catholic directory 
is 669 in the United States and 176 in Canada —a 
total cf 845. This increase of 175 hospitals does not 
fully represent an actual increase in the number of 
Catholic hospitals, since in Canada, several hospitals 


have been in existence for some time but have not 
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hitherto been published in this Directory. Also it is 
likely that as many as five additional Catholic hos- 
pitals will open during the next year. The increase 
represents the result of more accurate statistics. 


The Number of Beds and Bassinets in Catholic 
Hospitals 

The number of beds in our Catholic institutions 
totals 85,042 as compared with 85,209 at the beginning 
of 1935 and in Canada 28,794 as compared with 27,- 
018 a year ago. It is likely that much more significance 
must be attached to our statistics this year as com- 
pared with those offered for the two previous years. 
The hospitals are gradually restoring to use many of 
the divisions which were closed during the period of 
the depression. Experimental processes of various kinds 
in reopening closed divisions are going on, and bed 
capacities are even now far from being stabilized. It 
is probable, nevertheless, that the totals for the bed 
capacity which we are here presenting for both the 
United States and Canada are entirely reliable, since 
this year we have received reports directly from the 
hospitals to an all but complete extent. More than 95 
per cent of the hospitals of the United States and 
almost 90 per cent of the hospitals in Canada replied to 
our questionnaire asking for information. For a similar 
reason, we have very considerable confidence this year 
in the statistics bearing upon the number of bassinets. 
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There are 13,380 bassinets in the Catholic hospitals 
of the United States and 2,393 in the Catholic hos- 
pitals of Canada. In the two countries, we have, there- 
fore, a total capacity of 113,836 beds and 15,773 
bassinets. 

Sources of Information 


The editors of this directory have availed themselves 
this year, as they have in the past, of many diverse 
sources of information. The directories of other agen- 
cies have been extensively utilized. The editors, there- 
fore, wish to express their appreciation to the pub- 
lishers of the Official Catholic Directory, to the Ameri- 
can Medical Association for the great usefulness of the 
Hospital Number of the Journal, to the American 
College of Surgeons for the use which was made of the 
Standardization Report of the American College of 
Surgeons, and to the editors and publishers of the 
Canadian Hospital Directory. It was found necessary 
to make studies of certain phases of the hospital field 
which are presented in these reports. Acknowledgment 
is also due to all those institutions which have so gen- 
erously given of their time to enable us to compile 
this directory. It is doubtful if a more completely suc- 
cessful questionnaire has ever been sent out to the 
hospital field than has been the one issued by our As- 
sociation for this directory number.

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1. Approvals 

Sixty-four (64) per cent, that is 427 of the 669 
Catholic hospitals in the United States, are now fully 
approved by the American College of Surgeons. An 
additional 5.7 per cent, cr 38, have merited the provi- 
sional approval of the same Association. While one of 
our hospitals was dropped from the fully approved 
list, two new cnes were added giving a net increase of 
one additional hospital. Nine hospitals not previously 
approved were added to the list of provisionally ap- 
proved institutions. In Canada fifty-seven (57) hos- 
pitals are fully approved by the American College of 
Surgeons and fifteen (15) are provisionally approved. 

One hundred and ninety-eight (198) of the hospitals 
in the United States and twelve (12) in Canada have 
internships approved by the Council on Medical Edu- 
cation and Hospitals of the American Medical Asso- 
ciation. For the first time this year an attempt was 
made to establish the total number of residents who 
are occupying approved residencies in the Catholic 
hospitals of the United States. While we have only 
twenty-three (23) institutions in which there are ap- 
proved residencies, the number of the latter being 
fifty-one (51), there are ninety-seven (97) residents 
who occupy these approved positions. In our institu- 
tions 3.7 per cent of all of the approved residents are 
to be found. The number of approved residencies in the 
various branches of medicine has undergone only slight 
changes during the last year. Two additional resi- 
dencies were approved in Obstetrics, one being a com- 
bined Obstetrical-Gynecological residency; one was 
added to the list of approved residencies in Pathology, 
one to the number of residencies in Surgery and one 
in Ophthalmology and Otolaryngology, the first in 
these two subjects which we are reporting. 


2. Administrative Features 
(a) Corporate Organization 
These who have followed the history of the Catholic 
Hospital Association for several years past are familiar 
with the difficulties encountered on several occasions in 
giving an accurate definition of “Catholic Hospital.” 
The problem still awaits final definition. With each 





annual statistical study, however, details are discover- 
able which throw light upon one phase or another of 
this question. This year, 520 hospitals supplied details 
regarding their ownership. Of these 520 hospitals, 466 
are owned and operated by Sisters or Brothers, while 
fifty-four (54) are operated but not owned by the 
Sisters or Brothers. Eighty-nine (89) per cent, there- 
fore, of these 520 hospitals in the United States are 
owned and operated by Sisters or Brothers. 

In Canada a similar situation exists. Ninety hos- 
pitals supplied complete data on this point. Of these, 
seventy-eight (86%) are owned and operated by Sis- 
ters, one by Brothers, and eleven are operated but 
not owned by Sisters. 

Complete data are not available on the exact ter- 
minology used by the various hospitals for their boards 
of control. Of the 262 hospitals in the United States 
which supplied data, sixty-nine (69) designate their 
105 as a 
“Board of Directors or Managers or Governors” and so 
forth; eighty-one (81) state that the board of control 
is a Sisters’ Council or the Sister Consultors ;

vest their final authority in an Executive Council and 
three in an Executive Board. 

In Canada, obviously, a situation exists which is 
as diversified as that of the United States, though ap- 
parently not quite so clear. Only twenty (20) hospitals 
supplied data on this point. Only one of these has a 
Board of Trustees for its control 
thirteen (13) have a Board of Directors and six (6) 
are controlled by the Sisters’ Council or the Sister 
Consultants. On the boards of 301 hospitals, 1,387 
persons are serving as members, an average, there- 
fore, of approximately four persons per board. From 


board of while 


this average it is apparent that the boards are gen- 
erally of the three-member or five-member boards, 
approximately equally distributed between these two 
classes. One hospital, however, reports a board as 
large as sixteen persons. 

Diverse as is the nomenclature by which the boards 
cf control are called, we find a similar diversification 
in the personnel groups in these boards. We find as 
members of these boards, members of the hierarchy, 
members of the clergy, Sisters actively engaged in a 
particular hospital, designated by 
houses, either in the same or in other states, and lay- 
men, the latter being co-members of such boards either 
with members of the hierarchy or of the clergy or in 
seme cases with Sisters only.

The cwnership of the institution is variously defined 
in different organizations. Sometimes the ownership 
is listed in the name of the Sisterhood, this being the 


case not only when a single hospital is individually in- 
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corporated but also when the ownership of a number of 
hospitals is vested in the same board of control. In 
some cases a group of laymen alone are listed as the 
board of control; in still other cases, industrial firms 
may be the owners of the hospital, the Sisters being 
engaged to operate it. This plan is, as is well known, 
maintained in many of the so-called “railroad hospi- 
tals.” The boards of control may exercise their authority 
variously through a domestic or a foreign corporation ; 
that is, an individual hospital may be owned by a board 
of control which owns only one hospital or which 
owns several hospitals in the same state, or again 
which holds ownership of several hospitals in several 
states. It is in this latter sense that we speak of a 
“foreign corporation.” In still other cases, the owning 
group is incorporated in one state even though it is 
vested with the ownership of other hospitals scattered 
in several states by means of various legal procedures. 
The ownership of memorial hospitals presents special 
and extremely diverse phases which, undoubtedly, 
merit further study. 

The owning corporations are designated by diverse 
names. In the larger number of cases, the name of the 
owning company is made up, in part, of the name of 
the institutions itself. There is, however, a sufficiently 
large number of cases to merit attention in which the 
ownership is vested in a corporation designated by a 
name which does not include the name of the hospital. 
In this latter case, often the corporate name of a 
Sisterhood is used. This point is obviously of very con- 
siderable importance in the organization of a hospital 
and, may, under certain conditions, particularly in 
financial transactions involving bond issues, become a 
matter of acute importance. 

Considerable additional study will be given to these 
various administrative phases, the results of which will 
be presented to our readers in a special report. An in- 
teresting phase of the ownership of our Catholic hos- 
pitals is presented by the problem of mother-house or 
provincial-house representation on the boards of con- 
trol. In some cases, the mother-house is represented on 
the board of trustees or directors by one or more Sis- 
ters, all of whom may or may not be officers of the 
board. In still other cases it is really the mother-house 
group which acts as a Board of Trustees or Directors, 
several representatives from the hospital itself being 
elected to board membership. In this latter case, again 
the Sister Superintendent of the hospital may or may 
not be designated as the mother-house representative. 

Finally, it may be important to point out here that 
on these various administrative phases (1) no uniform- 
ity exists and (2) legal ownership is vested in groups 
which both in name and reality exercise widely diverse 
functions, are widely diverse in the personnel which 
sits on the board and are widely diverse in the number 
of persons constituting the board. It is clear, moreover, 
that the different kinds of relationship to ecclesiastical 
authority, whether this authority be diocesan or extra- 
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diocesan in its general plan. The designation of owner- 
ship of an institution as owned either by a local group 
of Sisters or by a mother-house group also differs 
widely in different institutions. 


(6) Changes in Officers of the Hospital 

Another administrative feature of considerable in- 
terest is the number of changes which has taken place 
in the year of the chief officer of the hospital. In 597 
of the Catholic hospitals of the United States, the 
Sister Superintendent is the same person as the Sister 
Superior of a religious community. Among these, 108 
changes (16 per cent) in the Sister Superintendent’s 
position have taken place. This number is smaller by 
forty-five (45) than the corresponding number for the 
year 1934. Of the forty-seven (47) hospitals in which 
the office of superintendent is occupied by a different 
person than that of a Sister Superior, eight changes 
in this administrative office have taken place during 
the last year. 

In Canada, the changes in the chief administrative 
offices of the hospital, while absolutely much less nu- 
merous than in the United States, are still relatively 
more numerous. One hundred and twenty-eight (128) 
hospitals have one person for the office of Sister Super- 
intendent and Sister Superior. In this group, thirty- 
seven (37) changes, or the equivalent of 23 per cent, 
have taken place during this last year. Thirty-three 
hospitals have separate Sister superintendents and 
Sister superiors. In this group, only seven changes have 
taken place. 

There are, furthermore, reported to us for the United 
States, 527 physicians who are chiefs of staffs, 471 
chaplains and 415 Sister superintendents of nurses. 
In Canada the corresponding totals are 113 chiefs of 
staffs, eighty-six (86) chaplains and ninety-three (93) 
which have a separate Sister superintendent of nurses. 

Considerable evidence may be found of an increas- 
ing interest in organizational problems. During this 
last year, for instance, many hospitals have under- 
taken the task of writing their constitutions and staff 
regulations. Probably as many as thirty of our hospi- 
tals have organized or reorganized their staffs during 
the present year and an equal number have elected a 
chief of staff for the first time. In Canada a similar 
trend is perceptible, twenty of the hospitals having 
elected a chief of staff for the first time. 


3. Hospital Departments 


Departmentalization of hospital activity is one of 
the goals to which practically every hospital adminis- 
trator must, at some time or another, address herself. 
Of 511 Catholic hospitals in the United States answer- 
ing this section of the information request, 133 are 
reported as having separately organized out-patient 
departments; 270 have a department of physical 
therapy; 276 a professional library; 281 a patients’ 
library, and 319 have schools of nursing; 86 have a 
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separate department of dentistry ; 62 have social-serv- 
ice departments, and 41 have occupational therapy 
In Canada of eighty-eight (88) hospitals answering 
this section, as many as fifty (50) have physiotherapy ; 
fifty-five (55) have schools of nursing; forty (40) have 
out-patient departments; twenty-one (21) have a 
dental department, nine (9) have occupational-therapy 
service, and nine (9) also have social-service depart- 
ments. There seems some evidence that some of the 
hospitals have dropped their out-patient departments 
while still others are using their emergency service 
and their emergency facilities to some extent in place 
of out-patient departments. 


4. Out-Patient Departments 


Concerning the personnel and directors of out-pa- 
tient departments— while definite information is 
available on only 103 institutions, it is, nevertheless, 
valuable — thirty-seven (37) have lay directors; 
eighty-four (84) have Sister directors and ninety-two 
(92) have in addition a Medical Director. The daily 
average attendance in all our institutions having the 
out-patient service is fifty-two. The daily average at- 
tendance reported by 103 out-patient departments was 
5,347, fifty-two patients being the daily average. 

In Canada, none of the directors of the out-patient 
departments are lay directors, there being twenty-six 
Sister directors and twenty-one Medical Directors. The 
number of daily visits to these twenty-six (26) out- 
patient departments in Canada were, for 1934, 1,154 
as compared with 1,075 during 1935. Seventy-four in- 
stitutions among those which answered this section of 
the questionnaire reported that they were function- 
ing in some sort of relationship with their own school 
of nursing. Admission is reported as being controlled 
by the social-service department in forty-one institu- 
tions in the United States and by seven in Canada. 


5. Social-Service Departments 


Our data this year afford suggestions concerning the 
trends in medical social work in our institutions. It has 
been suggested by a number of facts that reductions in 
the number of medical social workers in private institu- 
tions have been made necessary during the period of 
the depression. Fortunately these curtailments are 
seemingly becoming less necessary. Sixty-two (62) 
among 512 institutions reporting upon this point state 
that they have an active social-service department. Of 
these sixty-two, forty-seven departments supplied de- 
tailed answers to this section of the information re- 
quest. We are aware of the fact that this number 
taken by itself is not necessarily suggestive of ade- 
quate social-work standards. As a matter of fact, quite 
the contrary seems to be indicated by our statistics. 
Only twenty-two directors of these medical social- 
service departments among forty-seven are members 
of the American Association of Medical Social Workers. 
On the other hand, a betterment of conditions in this 
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respect is definitely indicated by our data this year. 
It may be hoped that we will be justified in using the 
data for this year as a base line for estimating future 
improvements. Heretofore it has been quite difficult to 
secure reliable facts pertinent to these questions. 

In the United States, the directors of the Social 
Service Departments are lay persons in thirty (30) 
institutions and Sisters in ten. Twenty-two (22) of the 
institutions gave ambiguous answers. with reference 
to the character of the director. In Canada, interest in 
medical social work has shown considerable lag. Only 
nine of the institutions report a medical social-service 
department, the directors being lay persons in only 
four and Sisters in only three institutions; while two 
of the reports are ambiguous. Twenty-four (24) medi- 
cal social workers are employed in these nine (9) 
institutions. 

Data on the case load was supplied by twenty-nine 
(29) institutions. These institutions had a combined 
monthly case load of 5,001 cases, 1,085 being full study 
cases and 3,430 being steering cases. The monthly 
average case load for each institution is, therefore, 
172 cases, with thirty-seven (37) full-study cases and 
135 steering cases. A rough approximation on the basis 
of such figures as we have now available would indi- 
cate that approximately one eighth of the admissions 
to the out-patient departments are referred to the 
social-service departments for full study and approxi- 
mately one half are treated by the social-service de- 
partments as steering cases. These approximations are 
estimates for only those out-patient departments which 
have a social-service division. 

Only fourteen of the schools of nursing report that 
the student nurses are given an opportunity for ex- 
perience in their social-service departments. 


6. Hospital Occupancy 


We have pointed out in the introduction of this 
survey that a slight but definite increase has taken 
place in the occupancy of our hospitals during the year 
1935. During 1934 we reported an occupancy of exactly 
60 per cent for the daily average of our Catholic hos- 
pitals. During 1935, the average occupancy was 61.6 
per cent. This daily average is somewhat under the 
occupancy of all nonprofit hospitals which is reported 
as being sixty-two per cent (62%) but it was never- 
theless slightly in excess of the reported percentage 
of occupancy of all Church hospitals which was 61.4 
per cent. The significance of these figures is empha- 
sized if it is remembered that while our Catholic 
hospitals during the last year contained sixty-nine 
per cent (69%) of the beds in the Church-controlled 
hospitals, these beds were occupied by seventy per 
cent (70%) of all the patients in the Church hospitals, 
exclusive of the newborn. Concerning statistics on the 
newborn, a special paragraph will be found below. 

Considerable diversity exists in different sections 
of the country with reference to the average. percentage 
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of occupancy. The range of occupancy percentages 
is from thirty-five per cent (35%) to eighty-nine per 
cent (89%). In thirteen states, the average occupancy 
ranges between fifty-five (55) and fifty-nine per cent 
(59%); in fifteen between sixty (60) and sixty-four 
per cent (64%); in five between sixty-five (65) and 
sixty-nine per cent (69%). Ony six states have oc- 
cupancies as high as or higher than seventy per cent 
(70%) and one state reaches a percentage of occu- 
pancy between eighty-five (85) and eighty-nine per 
cent (89%). In the eastern states the range of oc- 
cupancy is greatest between forty-five (45) to forty- 
nine per cent (49%) in two of the states and between 
eighty (80) and eighty-four per cent (84%) in two 
others, the greatest number of states, seven of the 
twenty, having occupancies between sixty (60) and 
sixty-four per cent (64%). The same percentage of 
cccupancy is found in the greatest number of six 
southern states. Of the eleven middlewest states, seven 
show occupancy between fifty-five (55) and fifty-nine 
per cent (59°), while of the seven western states 
only two states show average occupancies between 
fifty (50) and fifty-four per cent (54% ). One state in 
the west reaches an average occupancy of seventy 
(70% ) of its beds. These facts are summarized in 
Table I.

The average daily percentage of occupancy in Cath- 
clic hospitals for the years 1934 and 1935, by states, 
is shown in Table II. Twenty-nine (29) of the states 
showed increases in cccupancy, fourteen states showed 
decreases, and in three of the states the occupancy has 
been maintained at the same level. To complete the 
statistics, it should be noted that in two of the states, 
Mississippi and Wyoming, we have no Catholic hos- 
pitals and our statistics on the State of Virginia for the 
year 1934 are of doubtful value. In these statistics the 
District ef Columbia is treated as a state. With refer- 
ence to the various regicnal divisions, the North At- 
lantic States and the North Central States show each 
an increase of occupancy in seven states. While a de- 
crease is reported from only two of the North Atlantic 
States, four of the North Central States show a de- 
crease in the ayerage daily percentage of occupancy.

In five of the South Atlantic States, of the South Cen- 
tral States, and of the Western States we find an in- 
crease in average daily percentage of occupancy. It will 
be noted that in the State of Louisiana, we find the 
highest increase in the percentage of occupancy, with 
Nevada a close second. Since in this latter state, how- 
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ever, there is only one Catholic hospital, the signifi- 
cance of this rise is probably not as great as the signifi- 
cance of the risé in occupancy for the State of 
Lceuisiana. The interested reader will find much of 
importance in the study of this Table. 

Table III presents these statistics from a slightly 
modified viewpoint to emphasize certain occupancy 
features. This Table summarizes our data from the 
vicwpoint of variability of state percentage for daily 
average occupancy. It is significant that the range in 
the percentage of occupancy is greatest in the Western 
States and that it is least in the North Central States.

A comparison of this Table with a similar teble 
presented for the year 1934 (see HospitaL Procress, 
March, 1935, page 97) reveals a significant fact that in 
all regional divisicns the low state percentage of occu- 
pancy has been raised but the high state percentage 
of occupancy has been lowered except in the case of 
the Western States. Thus to take the North Central 
States as an example, in 1934 the lowest percentage of 
eccupancy for any of the North Central States was 
40.1, whereas for 1935 it is fifty-five per cent (55°), 
the highest percentage of occupancy for 1934 was 74.5 
whereas in 1935 it was sixty-five per cent (65°). 

We have attempted fcr several years pasi to present 
occupancy statistics for the hospitals of Canada which 
might be considered comparable in their reliability to 
the statistics available for the United States. During 
the last few years fortunately, thanks to the splendid 
co-operation of the Canadian hospitals and of various 
cfficials, our statistical data has been completed to a 
most gratifying degree. A noteworthy interest in all 
these matters has been manifested in the Province of 
Quebec. For 1934 we were able, for the first time, to 
present a fairly reliable tabulation of average per- 
centages of occupancies for the various provinces. 
Assuming that our tabulation there presented was 
fairly reliable, we are able this year to present our 
first comparative annual study. The significant facts 
are summarized in Table IV. It will be noted that the 
range in the percentages of occupancy this year is 
from fifty per cent (50%) in Nova Scotia to ninety- 
five per cent (95%) in the Province of Saskatchewan, 
This range is a much larger one than last year’s when it 
was from 36.8 per cent in the Province of New Bruns- 
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wick to 85.4 per cent in the Province of Alberta. It is 
obvious, therefore, that a considerable shift has taken 
place in the occupancy percentages in the various 
previnces of Canada.

Our statistics for the year 1935 show that there has 
been a decrease in the average daily percentage of 
cccupancy in five of the provinces and an increase in 
three of the provinces, the lowering of the percentages 
cf occupancy is, unfortunately, in each of the five 
provinces, a considerable one ranging from a drop of 
five per cent (5%) in Nova Scotia to almost thirty 
per cent (30%) in the Province of Alberta. On the 
other hand, it should be pointed out that the per- 
centage of occupancy in none of the provinces is as low 
states of the United States. 
The average daily percentage of hospital occupancy for 


as it is in some of the 
Canada, as a whole, is shown to be eighty-two per 
cent (82% ), a really remarkable increase from the 
corresponding total of 64.3 per cent for the year 1934. 
This increase is traceable largely to the pronouncedly 
greater occupancy percentage for the Province of Que- 
bec and to a smaller, but nonetheless noteworthy ex- 
tent, to the increase in the percentage of occupancy in 
the Province of Saskatchewan. 


7. The Number of Births in Catholic Hospitals 
in the United Stztes 

The number of births during the year 1935, reported 
by 566 Catholic hospitals, totaled 166,289, an average 
of 293.7 births per hospital. If we may legitimately ex- 
tend our statistics to include the 669 Catholic hos 
pi‘als listed in our present Directory, the total number 
of births during the year 1935 would reach a total of 
196,485 

The number of births in all registered hospitals 
reported by the statistics of the American Medical 
Asscciaticn for the year 1935 was 769,660, an increase 
cf 68,517 over 1934. Simple calculation reveals the 
gratifying fact that 21.6 per cent of all hospital births 
in the registered hospitals of the country took place in 
the registered Catholic hospitals. This fact becomes all 
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the more impressive when one bears in mind that the 
Catholic hospitals constitute only 9.9 per cent of all 
the registered hospitals. The relationship between the 
number of births and the number of available bassinets 
is also significant. In 574 of the Catholic hospitals 
which reported upon this point, there are to be found 
11,434 bassinets, an average of 19.9 or 20 bassinets 
per hospital. Since the average number of deliveries 
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per Catholic hospital per year was 293.7, it is obvious 
that each of these bassinets was occupied by fifteen 
babies a year. These statistics hint very definitely that 
during the last year there has been a considerable in- 
crease in the number of newborn in our Catholic in- 
stitutions and that our obstetric divisions are being 
used more extensively than during the last few pre- 
vious years. 


Part II. General Statistics of Catholic Allied Agencies 
of the United States and Canada 


We have pointed out in previous editions of this 
directory that a number of Catholic sisterhoods, 
brotherhoods, and other groups are contributing to a 
surprisingly large extent to the physical well-being 
of their communities through the work of agencies 
and institutions which are not strictly hospitals, but 
are, nevertheless, allied to them in their purpose and 
scope. Difficult as it has been to establish reliably 
the volume of such work, the task of compiling a Di- 
rectory of such institutions has been found distinctly 
worth while. We are, therefore, again presenting a 
Directory of such agencies. 


1. The Number of Agencies 


We have again been able to approach more closely 
toward completeness in this year’s Directory, through 
the addition of the names of twelve additional insti- 
tutions in the United States, of four in the United 
States Possessions, and of twelve in Canada. We are 
this year listing 216 such agencies and institutions in 
the United States, 29 in our Possessions, and 99 in 
Canada. These institutions maintain infirmaries suffi- 
cient in size to constitute a small hospital, and, for 
the most part, have organized medical facilities some- 
what comparable to those of a hospital. 


2. Bed Capacities 


While for the year 1934 we estimated a bed capacity 
of 12,441 beds in one hundred and ten (110) institu- 
tions in the United States, we have assembled reliable 
data to show that in one hundred and twenty-one (121) 
of the institutions which we are listing there is a total 
bed capacity of 13,362. Similarly, in Canada, sixty- 
seven (67) institutions contain 9,273 beds. In one 
hundred and ninety (190) institutions, therefore, in 
our two countries there is a total bed capacity of 22,- 
760 beds. The number of bassinets can also be defi- 
nitely stated for a small number of these institutions. 
Sixteen (16) of these institutions in the United States 
have one hundred ninety-two (192) bassinets and 
fifteen (15) in Canada, 1,630 bassinets, thirty-two (32) 
institutions thus having a combined bassinet capacity 
of 1,837 bassinets. 


3. The Staff 


The number of Sisters engaged in the allied institu- 
tions can be estimated with fair confidence from the 
following figures: 104 institutions in the United States 
report 1,400 Sisters of whom 261, as stated by eighty- 
eight (88) institutions, are registered nurses. In 
Canada forty-six (46) institutions report 780 Sisters 
of whom 136 are registered nurses. On the basis of 
these figures it may be reliably estimated that in the 
344 allied institutions which we are here listing no 
fewer than 5,200 Sisters are engaged in giving some 
form of health care. Of these probably 1,050 are regis- 
tered nurses. 


4. Types of Service 

Concerning the classification of the 216 institutions 
and agencies which we are here listing, considerable 
uncertainty must continue to exist until the basis of 
the classification can be more fully worked out. Our 
comments, therefore, must for the present be con- 
sidered provisional. Eighty-seven of the 216 agencies 
may be considered as giving some form of institutional 
care. This group includes orphan asylums, the Good 
Shepherd homes, industrial homes, and specialized in- 
stitutions for the care of the aged. Thus far, however, 
we have not included the homes for the aged conducted 
by the Little Sisters of the Poor. Sixty-one (61) of 
these eighty-seven (87) institutions report a total bed 
capacity of 8,749 beds. 

Twenty-five (25) of the institutions are convalescent 
homes with a bed capacity of 1,463. There are seven 
institutions which specialized in the care of the tuber- 
cular patients, nine are child-caring institutions, three 
are specialized maternity homes, three are institutions 
for the care of the mentally deficient (not as nervous 
and mental hospitals, however), seven are shelters for 
incurable patients, five are designated clinics or dis- 
pensaries without hospital attachments, and the re- 
mainder, except for one group which deserves very 
special mention, offers each a specialized health-car- 
ing service such as those which care for blind children, 
those which care for cancerous patients, chronics, etc. 
The one specialized group which deserves particular 
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mention is a group of forty-three agencies which are 
under Catholic auspices which function as visiting 
nurses’ groups. We hope, before long, to initiate a 
special study of these agencies. 

In Canada, a total of forty-two (42) agencies, with 
bed capacities totaling 4,893 beds, may be designated 
as institutional in the sense defined above. Unlike the 
situation in the United States, there are nineteen in- 
stitutions which give general medical care without, how- 
ever, being designated as hospitals. These contain a total 
of 823 beds. It is noteworthy, furthermore, that in 
Canada we find fifteen (15) institutions for the care 
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of incurables, seven (7) of which report a combined 
bed capacity of 1,551 beds. There are five institutions 
for the care of the tubercular patients, three are child- 
caring institutions, four (4) are homes for convales- 
cents, two (2) are industrial infirmaries, and one (1) 
institution in Canada specializes in the care of drug 
addicts and alcoholics. 

In the United States Possessions, fourteen (14) dis- 
pensaries may be found which are not attached to 
hospitals. Their location may be easily determined 
from the directory. Two leprosaria both in the Philip- 
pine Islands have a combined bed capacity of 125 beds.

(c) Content of the Present Hospital Directory 
It will be noted that in this number of Hospitat 


Procress there are again published the accumulated 
data concerning hospitals and allied agencies only. In 
previous years we published also a directory of schools 
of nursing. Since the field of nursing education has 
assumed such predominant importance in the course 
of the last few years, it has been thought wise to 
separate the directory of the schools of nursing from 
that of the hospitals and to devote a special number 
of Hospitat Procress, the January number, to the 
schools. This is being done in conformity with the 
decision of the Executive Board of the Catholic Hos- 
pital Association. 
(d) Arrangement of Directory 

In the arrangement of the directory, we have 
followed the scheme which has proved satisfactory in 
previous directories. The hospitals are listed by state, 
the states being arranged in alphabetical order and 
within each state the towns and cities are again sub- 
alphabetized. Under the towns, in turn, the various 
hospitals in a given locality, where there is more than 
one, are listed in their respective alphabetical order. 
The same arrangement has been followed for the 
provinces and other political divisions of Canada. 

Again this year we have published the dioceses in 
which the various hospitals are located. This feature 
has proved very helpful and it is repeated in the 
present directory, the abbreviations being those em- 
ployed in the various lists given in the Catholic 
Directory. 

Code letters to denote special features of the hos- 
pital are again employed and are variously used.

New Equipment. On February 2, a program was presented 
at St. Catherine’s Hospital, East Chicago, when the Psi Iota 
Xi Sorority presented the hospital with an Oxygenaire ma- 
chine. A representative of the company, from which the 
machine was purchased, delivered an address in which he 
sketched the history of the Oxygenaire from the earliest to 
the most modern machine in use today. Following this, 
the guests gathered in the lecture hall, where tea was 
served. 

On February 9, a class of preliminary students was 
formally accepted into the school of nursing. Miss Marie 
E. Hickey, R.N., directress of nurses, presented the caps to 
the students. Rev. Harvey Conway, a member of the faculty 
of the Catholic Central High School, delivered the principal 
address, which was entitled “Duties of a Nurse.” Benedic- 
tion closed the ceremonies, which were followed by a social 
hour and the serving of refreshments for students and their 
parents. 

Reception for Students. A class of nineteen students, in- 
cluding two Sisters of the Order of the Poor Handmaids of 
Jesus Christ, was formally accepted into St. Joseph’s Hos- 
pital School of Nursing, Huntington, at a reception held at 
the school on January 20. Rev. Simeon M. Schmidt, of St. 
Charles Church, Peru, addressed the nurses, after which 
they received their caps and uniforms. At the conclusion 
of the reception, the senior class gave a tea for the new 
students at the nurses’ home. 

Hospital Installs New Equipment. St. Joseph’s Hospital, 
South Bend, recently installed a super-voltage X-ray ma- 
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chine for the treatment of cancer. Dr. L. F. Fischer, who 
for the past twelve years has supervised X-ray work at 
the hospital, is in charge of the new apparatus. St. Joseph’s 
is the fourth hospital in the United States to install a ma- 
chine of this type. 

Auxiliary Business Meeting. On February 10, the auxiliary 
of St. Jospeh’s Hospital, Mishawaka, met at the hospital. 
Dr. L. P. Van Rie, president of the medical staff of the hos- 
pital, delivered an address in which he outlined the require- 
ments a hospital must meet in order to be classed as a 
Grade A institution. Dr. Van Rie pointed out that St. Joseph’s 
Hospital has been classed in this group since 1920. It was 
during that year the medical staff was organized. The hos- 
pital now has a staff of 20 physicians, with a large visiting 
staff of out-of-town doctors. During the business meeting, 
the auxiliary voted to purchase a fracture bed for the hos- 
pital. 

An Outstanding Institution. In spite of the difficult eco- 
nomic conditions, which have been prevalent in recent years, 
Margaret-Mary Hospital, opened at Batesville in October. 
1932, has achieved a fine record during its brief period of 
operation. The institution is in charge of the Sisters of the | 





Poor of St. Francis, of Hartwell, Ohio, who have succeeded 
in making it one of the outstanding institutions of the state. 

During the period, October 29, 1932. to December 31, 1933, 
there were 432 admissions. During 1934, there were 479 
and in 1935 there were 579. There have been 226 babies 
born at the hospital during this period. From November 6, 
1932, to February 15, 1936, inclusive, there were 833 opera- 
tions, the remainder being medical and maternity cases. 
Although the institution has made no great financial strides, 
it has, through the careful management of the Sisters, to- 
gether with the support of generous citizens, been able to 
operate on an even basis without incurring deficits. 

The hospital started with complete and modern equip- 
ment in both the medical and surgical departments, but many 
new and valuable additions have since been made. Many 
improvements also have been made to the interior of the 
building as well as to the grounds. During 1935, the hos- 
pital acquired a residence near the institution, which has 
been remodeled into a nurses’ home. The operating per- 
sonnel consists of nine Sisters, five additional registered 
nurses, two orderlies, and five maids. 

This hospital was a gift of the Hillenbrand family to per- 
petuate the memory of their mother and sister, the late Mrs. 
Margaret Hillenbrand and the late Mrs. Mary A. Mitchell. 
The site, upon which the building is located, was donated 
by the late George M. Hillenbrand. Following the death of 
Mrs. Hillenbrand and Mrs. Mitchell, the remaining members 
of the family carried out their wishes, which were to the 
effect that the hospital must be operated for the cause of 
humanity and upon religious principles, without financial 
gain. The institution is, therefore, open to all regardless of 
nationality, race, or creed.

A Modern Hospital. St. John’s Hospital, Leavenworth, the 
o'dest hospital in the state, has recently added some new 
equipment to its facilities. Among the recent equipment is 
a new oxygen tent. St. John’s, which was organized under the 
direction of Rt. Rev. John B. Miege, vicar apostolic, was 
founded by the Sisters of Charity of Leavenworth, who still 
conduct the institution. 

Hospital Adds New Equipment. Some recent improve- 
ments have been made at St. John’s Hospital, Salina. The 
wing, containing the operating room, has been painted and 
redecorated, and a new operating table and light have been 
installed. The pathological laboratory has been redecorated 
and some new equipment added since January 1. 


Massachusetts 

A Progressive Institution. St. Joseph’s Hospital at Lowell, 
formerly known as the Lowell Corporation Hospital, is 
steadily progressing. As soon as sufficient funds are avail- 
able, the Sisters plan to build a new addition to the institu- 
tion. 

The hospital recently issued the annual statistical report 
for 1935 as follows: Patients admitted to hospital during 
year, 2,767; number of operations, 1,412; pathological ex- 
aminations, 7,322; X-ray examinations, 1,888; free patients 
cared for, 69; city cases, 794; in the out-patient department, 
6,709 new patients were admitted, while there were 11,955 
revisits of old patients to the department; 3,799 meals were 
given the poor. During the year, ball-bearing casters were 
put on all the beds. The personnel of the institution’ con- 
sists of 13 Sisters, 4 interns, 6 graduate nurses, 3 clerks, 1 
technician, 43 student nurses, and 20 employees. 


Michigan 

A New Auxiliary. The newly organized Ladies’ Auxiliary of 
Lee Memorial Hospital, conducted at Dowagiac by the Sis- 
ters of Mercy, held the third meeting of the organization 
on February 10. A drive for charter members had been 
sponsored and the auxiliary now has a membership of 225. 
Associate memberships are also open to men, several of 
whom have joined the organization. 

The auxiliary serves two purposes: the bringing together 
of friends of the hospital, for the purpose of providing the 
public with facts concerning the condition of the institution, 
financially, and to inform them of its service to the com- 
munity, and also to have an organized group which will for- 
ward drives to raise funds for the hospital. 

The president of the auxiliary reported that $220.07, the 
proceeds derived from the President’s Birthday Ball after 
the 30-per-cent deduction for Warm Springs, had been re- 
ceived by the hospital. A business firm of the city donated 
a like sum, which enabled the hospital to purchase an oxygen 
tent and an obstetrical bed. The auxiliary is now making 
plans for the annual garden party, to be held in July.

ment per patient in the hospital was slightly more than 10 
days. About one third of the patients paid in full for serv- 
ices received, while 1,345 were part-pay patients, and 47 
received free treatment. There were 1.119 surgical patients, 
485 medical, and 197 obstetrical. The hospital treated 118 
emergency accident cases. There was a total of 8,394 labora- 
tory examinations and 1,683 X-ray examinations. The newly 
installed deep-therapy equipment was used 160 times before 
the close of the year. There were 59 institutional deaths and 
46 noninstitutional deaths. 


New York 

Hospital Shares in Campaign. For the first time, St. Eliza- 
beth’s Hospital, New York City, has become a member of 
the United Hospital Fund and shares in the proceeds of the 
campaign, which is conducted annually for New York City 
hospitals. Provisions of the old charter of the fund required 
member hospitals to have at least 35 free beds and to have 
given 5,000 days of free care each year for three consecu- 
tive years. In hospitals of 100 beds or less, this require- 
ment could not be met, thus disqualifying such hospitals 
from participation in the proceeds of the campaign. This 
year, the charter of the fund has been revised and this pro- 
vision omitted. Member hospitals are now required to furnish 
a financial statement, which is similar to the financial state- 
ment required by law for the New York State Board of 
Social Welfare, and the auxiliaries are asked to work on the 
drive.

provide many volunteers for service under the direction of 
the hospital. Many act as secretaries and receptionists for the 
various units throughout the hospital, and professional and 
experienced social workers aid in the rehabilitation of 
families. The hospital social service is aided by volunteers 
in the financial, medical, surgical, maternity, chronic, child- 
welfare, psychiatric, and numerous other fields of hospital 
service. There is also a transport committee whose purpose 
it is to provide professional workers to visit cases unable to 
call at the clinic. This year, through the United Hospital 
Fund Drive, St. Mary’s was allotted $15,000 for free work 
and $6,625 for social service. 

New College Nursing Course. The College of Mt. St. 
Vincent, New York City, plans to inaugurate a new course in 
nursing at the institution. The new course will be con- 
ducted in connection with St. Vincent’s Hospital, and will be 
conducted during the academic year 1936-37. The course 
will extend over a period of four years, when a college degree 
in nursing will be awarded. 

Work for Cancer Incurables. During the late nineties, an 
American woman, Mrs. A. B. Storrs, while traveling in 
Europe, became interested in the Congregation of the Women 
of Calvary. Their splendid charitable work served as an 
inspiration to Mrs. Storrs, who in 1894 began a similar work 
in the United States. She gathered a group of self-sacrificing 
women, who formed the present American organization of 
the Congregation of the Women of Calvary. For five years, 
they planned and worked for the erection of their first home 
for destitute cancer patients in New York City. This institu- 
tion they named “The House of Calvary.” 

By the year 1914, the institution had become too small to 
accommodate the many patients who applied for admission. 
During the next few months, the organization temporarily 
conducted its work in another building, until, in 1915, they 
moved into the present modern structure located at Feather- 
bed Lane and Macomb’s Road. The hospital continued to 
grow and in 1924 an addition was built to the institution. 
In 1932, another extension was required. At present, there 
are seven Women of Calvary still engaged in active work, 
aided by ten Dominican Sisters and a staff of doctors and 
nurses. The hospital, which is an independent institution, 
has from its beginning served only destitute and incurable 
cancer patients, with no charge for these services. 

Sight-Conservation Lectures. On February 19 and 26, a 
free lecture course on sight conservation, sponsored by the 
Buffalo Sight Conservation Society, was presented in the 
auditorium of the nurses’ home of the Children’s Hospital, 
Buffalo. The topics for the first lecture were: “The Eye, 
Its Structure, Contents, and Visual Defects,” delivered by 
Dr. Herbert H. Glosser, and “The Eye in Relation to Gen- 
eral Health and Disease,” by Dr. Ivan J. Koenig. The sub- 
jects for February 26 were: “Prevention of Blindness Due 
to Syphilis,” given by Dr. Earl Osborne, and “What to do 
for Eye Injuries,” by Dr. Meyer H. Riwchun. 

Catholic Nurses’ Club Meets. The regular meeting of the 
Catholic Club for Nurses, of New York City, was held 
February 10. Rev. Henry Gebhard, of Cathedral College, 
delivered a talk on the social, religious, economic, and politi- 
cal phases of Russian life. Rev. John Bingham, moderator 
of the club, also spoke at the meeting, urging the nurses to 
form a more active membership committee to work with the 
program committee. A new membership committee was ap- 
fmcon by the president of the club. The Monday-night 
lectures on contemporary literature by Prof. Alexander J. 
O’Neil were resumed on February 17. 

A Club for Patients. The Catholic Action Club, an organi- 
zation for patients of Seton Hospital, New York City, re- 
cently held a meeting in the hospital chapel.

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Croke, author of Happiness for Patients, delivered an in- 
teresting address on the life of St. Camillus of Lellis. 

The Catholic Action Club was organized among the patients 
of the hospital about a year ago, and its membership now 
numbers 154. The club is gradually broadening its activities 
to include as many phases of Catholic Action as are con- 
sistent with hospital life. Several well-known priest orators 
have been invited to deliver lectures during the coming 
months. Outside the chapel is a box where questions may be 
deposited. These questions are answered at the monthly 
meetings. The club also distributes pamphlets, novena book- 
lets, and other Catholic literature. For members who are 
unable to attend meetings, a bulletin of the’ proceedings is 
printed and delivered to their bedside. From its beginning, 
the club has regularly contributed to ten or more worthy 
causes, including charitable, educational, missionary, and so- 
cial-justice activities. Under the guidance of its moderator, 
Rev. Arthur F. Hayes, and the Sisters of Charity, who 
operate the hospital, card parties and various entertainments 
have been sponsored, for the purpose of providing diversion 
and good fellowship among the patients. At present a study 
unit is being formulated, which, it is hoped, will attract at- 
tention to the Church’s contribution to civilization and her 
record in the fields of art, education, and the sciences. 

Annual Meeting of Alumnae. Members of the Alumnae 
Association of the Troy Hospital School of Nursing, Troy, 
held the annual meeting of the organization in January. A 
dinner, at which the nurses were the guests of the hospital, 
preceded the business meeting. Miss Ann Duane was elected 
president of the group. Rev. Gerald H. Kirwin, former 
chaplain of the hospital, addressed the gathering. His topic 
dealt with “The Catholic Nurse — Her Position in the Com- 


munity.” 


Sisters Purchase Estate. “Vista Maria,” is the name of 
the new mother house and novitiate of the Daughters of 
Mary, Health of the Sick, located at Cragsmoor, Ulster 
County. The Sisters plan to conduct a rest home there, the 
proceeds of which will be used to further the work of the 
community. 

The property was the former estate of the late artist, 
George Inness, Jr., and consists of 355 acres of forests and 
mountain meadows, with every improvement. The buildings 
have been thoroughly renovated and are ready for occupancy. 
One structure, especially secluded, which commands a fine 
view of the country, has been set aside for the novitiate and 
dedicated to the Little Flower, Patroness of the Missions. 
The largest building, formerly a huge mansion, together with 
several other large buildings, has been set aside for the rest 
home. Situated on the summit of a slope, which rises gently 
to a height of 2,000 feet above a valley, this will insure a 
comfortable temperature for patients in the warmest of 
weather. There are four lakes and four streams on the 
property, about 70 acres of farming land for the raising of 
fresh vegetables and fruits, and stables for dairy cows. Ap- 
plications for reservations are now being received, as the 
institution will be opened about May 1. 

Report of Medical Mission Board. The report of the work 
of the Catholic Medical Mission Board recently submitted 
by the director, Rev. Edward F. Garesché, S.J., reveals the 
vast extent to which missionaries throughout the world (even 
in the United States) were aided during the past year by the 
Board. Medicines, bandages, clothing, surgical instruments, 
etc., were collected from every available source and supplied 
to needy missions. All the work of the Board was accom- 
plished at a total cost of $18,108.81. This was made possible 
by the services contributed by the new religious community,

Hospital Issues Annual Report. St. Elizabeth’s Hospital, 
Appleton, recently issued the annual report of the institu- 
tion. According to statistics, 3,836 patients were cared for 
during 1936, an increase of about 300 over the preceding year. 
There were 225 charity patients and 511 part-pay patients 
admitted during the year. In addition, there were 5,265 
charity nursing days and 2,140 part-pay nursing days. The 
records also include 2,400 X-ray pictures, 1,692 physical- 
therapy treatments, 367 basal metabolism tests, and 11,516 
laboratory tests. 

Alumnae and Staff Meetings. St. Joseph’s Hospital Alum- 
nae, Ashland, held the regular monthly meeting of the organi- 
zation on February 11, at St. Anthony’s Nurses’ recreation 
hall. A brief business meeting was conducted, followed by 
a program of readings by Miss Humphrey. Two nurses also 
gave a demonstration on the old and new methods of pre- 
paring hypodermics. The meeting was concluded with the 
serving of lunch by Sister M. Victoria. 

On February 20, the medical staff of the hospital held the 


| regular business meeting at the nurses’ home. A noon dinner 


preceded the meeting. Following the disposal of business, 
Dr. C. O. Hertzman delivered a talk on anesthesia, which 
was followed by a discussion of special medical cases. 

Auxiliary Furnishes Rectory. A benefit card party re- 
cently was held by members of the auxiliary of St. Agnes 
Hospital, Fond du Lac, for the purpose of furnishing the new 
rectory, recently constructed in connection with the hospital. 
Card playing was conducted throughout the afternoon and 
evening, from which sufficient funds were derived to fur- 
nish the bishop’s room in the new structure. 

District Nurses Meet. On February 11, the Tenth Dis- 
trict Nurses’ Association met at the Sacred Heart Hospital, 
Eau Claire. Dr. E. P. Hayes presented a paper on “The 
History of Anesthesia,” in which he gave brief accounts of 
the first instances where anesthesia was used and pronounced 
successful. He spoke especially of the use of anesthesia in 
obstetrical cases, materials used, and the progress made in 
recent years. An article, taken from the January number of 
the American Journal of Nursing, entitled “Pneumonia, Its 
Treatment and Nursing Care,” was reviewed by Miss Jane 
Stall. Some interesting readings and musical numbers, in 
commemoration of Lincoln’s birthday, were presented by 
students of the Sacred Heart Parochial School. 

Plan Hospital Addition. Plans for an addition to St. Mary’s 
Hospital, Watertown, have been announced, and work will 
be started in April. The new structure will replace the older, 
or original hospital building. Details of the addition have not 
yet been announced, but plans are being prepared. For several 
years, plans for the hospital have been discussed, but up until 
now it has been impossible to carry out the project. Sister 
M. Humiliata, superior of the hospital, reports that the in- 
stitution is badly overcrowded and additional space is neces- 
sary. The old building, which is to be torn down, has not 
been used much lately, as it is not up to modern standards, 
and all patients have been moved into the newer part of 
the hospital. 

New Wing Nearing Completion. The new wing being 
erected to St. Joseph’s Hospital, Marshfield, is nearing com- 
pletion. Patients have been moved into rooms on the fourth 
floor and the new obstetrical department has been opened. 
There are accommodations in this department for 18 patients, 
and more can be cared for if necessary. The pediatrics de- 
partment on the third floor has been opened and patients 
have been admitted to a few rooms on the first and second 
floors. Many of the rooms, however, are still incomplete, 
but will be ready for use in the near future.

Hospital, Racine, recently selected Dr. J. J. Collins to take 
charge of the X-ray department at the institution, where he 
began his work on January 16. 

A native of Iowa, Dr. Collins received his medical degree 
at the University of Iowa Medical School in 1922. Following 
this, he served a one-year surgery internship at the University 
of Iowa Hospital, and then took an 18 months’ postgraduate 
course in roentgenology at the Henry Ford Hospital, Detroit, 
Mich. Thereafter, he practiced medicine for a year at Detroit, 
after which he accepted the position of assistant in the depart- 
ment of roentgenology at the Henry Ford Hospital. 

In 1930, he was chosen head of the department of roent- 
genology, radiology, and physical therapy at the John D. 
Archbold Memorial Hospital at Thomsonville, Ga. At the time 
of his appointment to the Racine hospital, he was also a full- 
time radiologist at the Georgia institution. In addition to being 
a member of the local, state, and national medical societies, 
he is a member of the Radiological Society of North America 
and the American Roentgen Ray Society. 

Canada 

Urge Sisters’ Hospital. Residents of Broadview, Sask., 
according to recent announcements, may have a new hospital 
in the near futute. Arrangements are being conducted with 
the Sisters of St. Martha at Halifax, N. S., to open a hospital 
in the town some time this year. Various sites are under con- 
sideration, but the Sisters are to make their own arrange- 
ments if they decide to accept the proposal. 

Hospitals Issue Report. Three hospitals of Quebec re- 
cently issued their annual report for the year 1935. Hotel 
Dieu Hospital reports that 17,864 patients were treated at 
the institution, while 15,925 were cared for at the Hospital 
of the Blessed Sacrament, and 5,124 at the Hospital of the 
Infant Jesus. 


China 


Catholic Medical Bureau Founded. A central medical 
bureau, under the name of “Catholic Medical Service,” has 
been opened by the Synodal Commission at Peking. The 
new bureau, which has been opened with the approval and 
encouragement of Most Rev. Mario Zanin, the apostolic 
delegate to China, has been organized for the purpose of 
aiding and co-ordinating Catholic medical efforts and to 
keep the missions in step with the progress of hygiene being 
made in China. A Chinese and foreign doctor will reside at 
the bureau permanently. 

Anniversary of Mission Sisters. The Franciscan Sisters of 
Egypt recently celebrated the 25th anniversary of their 
arrival in China. Of the original group of six Nuns, two were 
present to take part in the ceremonies. 

Franciscans Open Dispensary. The Franciscan Sisters have 
recently opened a new dispensary in Tsaoshi, near Kingchow. 
The work is progressing rapidly, many patients coming great 
distances for treatment. In the Sisters’ hospital at Tungcheng, 
35 to 45 in-patients are cared for each month, in addition to 
daily applicants who apply for medical aid. Frequently, dying 
children also are brought to the Sisters for baptism. 


Dutch Guiana 


Anniversary of Leper Colony. The St. Gerard Majella 
Foundation, a hospital and colony for lepers at Paramaribo, 
recently celebrated the 40th anniversary of its foundation. 
The colony, at present, has 200 inmates, and since 1895 has 
sheltered 1,100 lepers, several of whom have been at the 
colony for more than 20 years. During this period, 517 lepers 
have died.

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GAS EXPLOSIONS 
To the Editor: 

Our attention has been called to a newspaper article, with 
illustrations, covering “a series of terrific explosions from 
anesthesia gas tanks, followed by a fire” in a certain hos- 
pital in the south. “The explosion occurred while an orderly 
at the hospital was transferring anesthesia gas from large 
tanks into smaller containers.” 

It will be unfortunate if this situation is given publicity 
over this country to doctors and hospitals, particularly by 
journals like your own, without full knowledge. 

It is a matter of record that anesthesia-gas manufacturers 
for years have been warning against such procedure, and we 
submit herewith a quotation from a pamphlet put out by us 
in 1931, and sent in the number of several thousands to 
doctors and hospitals over the country, warning them against 
the unnecessary risk of refilling small cylinders from large 
ones. While this particular article had to do with the sub- 
ject of small oxygen cylinders, they being the ones that were 
most generally used for refilling, what we said in that article, 
and all of our sales representatives have been saying since, 
applies equally well to any medical gas cylinders. We quote 
from this article: 

“1. The procedure at best is highly hazardous (for opin- 
ions on this subject consult any qualified gas engineer, The 
Underwriters Laboratories of Chicago, the Bureau of Stand- 
ards at Washington, of the Compressed Gas Manufacturers’ 
Association in New York). Handling a gas under 2000 lbs. 
pressure to the square inch is nothing to be dabbled in, 
particularly a gas that with oil and grease present could pro- 
duce a serious explosion. 

2. Such a process in your hospital would raise both your 
liability and fire-insurance rates. If you doubt that state- 
ment consult your local insurance agent or his headquarters. 

3. The system, even it were safe, is uneconomical for 
several reasons. In the first place the pressure of a full small 
cylinder is just as high as in the large cylinder, so that after 
filling one or two small cylinders from a large one there isn’t 
sufficient pressure left to fill a small cylinder more than 
part way, and frequent fillings and changes of cylinders are 


| therefore necessary. Then again, considerable quantities of 
| oxygen are lost each time a cylinder is filled in the trans- 


fer apparatus itself. 

4. Unless you own all of your small cylinders legal com- 
plications are invited, the same as apply to compressed gas 
manufacturers themselves who are not permitted to refill 
cylinders that they or their customers do not own, this for 
safety reasons and to fix responsibility. 

5.The process is not as simple as it sounds, as great 
care must be exercised in the cleaning and preparation of 
the cylinders, as hang-over gas and other residues cause 


| trouble. Often anesthetic gas cylinders can very easily get 


mixed up with oxygen, and the resulting mixture would be 
disagreeable to take, not to speak of explosion possibilities. 
6. Again, repair parts for the valves must be kept and 
used correctly when necessary, a detail without which no 
oxygen from any source would give satisfaction. Under 


| federal regulations compressed gas cylinders must be tested 


at specific intervals for safety purposes and the cheapest 
oxygen in the world, if safe to use, in an unsafe cylinder 
is a hazard no hospital should invite. 

7. In the case of a hospital transferring its own oxygen 
into small cylinders, that are used with anesthetic gases 
furnished by a gas manufacturer, should any anesthetic dif- 
ficulty arise, the hospital would have an unnecessarily hard 
time fixing responsibility, because in such a combination of 


| gases, the hospital preparing one of them, would place the 


institution in the position of proceeding against itself in the 
event of any difficulty.

8. And were such a process safe, sound, or reasonable, 
which we claim it is not without rigid and expensive pre- 
cautions, don’t overlook the fact that those interested in 
real economy should begin on the items that represent 
volume purchases in a hospital, not merely an incidental, 
as is the case with oxygen, as pointed out above.” 

Should the newspaper article come to your attention or 
to the attention of any of your readers, and they write 
you concerning the matter, we want to emphasize to you, 
although our particular brand of gas was not involved in 
this incident, that at least one of the gas manufacturers has 
for years warned against this very thing. Although, as stated, 
our gas was not involved in this case, several members of 
our staff, including the writer, have personally spoken to 
the doctor who was reported to be the anesthetist in charge 
of this procedure, but he has always “pooh-poohed” our 
suggestions as just so much idle chatter. 

As we know the fairness of your publication, and that 
you would have no desire or intention of seeing products 
that are of value tc hospitals and doctors discounted by 
lack of proper use, and by reason of mistakes, against which 
they have been warned, we wanted you to have this complete 
information, knowing that should you publish any articles 
on this incident you will tell the true story and not dis- 
credit the gas industry. Obviously, it was not the products 
that caused this unfortunate affair, but the manner in which 
they were being used. Some day certain types of professional 
people may realize that the manufacturers of products they 
use ought to known chemically and physically speaking, the 
most about them of anybody. 

Even though this newspaper article may not have come 
to your attention, but we are quite sure it will as the copy 
we received was from a city some distance away from the 
occurrence — we think it would be a most helpful thing to 


‘doctors and hospitals using gases if you would first investi- 


gate and see whether or not our statements warning against 
the filling of small cylinders from large ones are correct, and 
if so, caution them against such procedure. 

Obviously any manufacturer has to charge more propor- 
tionately for a small unit than he does for a larger one, so 
the temptation is there in the case of a few hospitals to in- 
dulge in such procedure. We have warned against it and 
warned against it but if they don’t pay attention, as we be- 
lieve they would if they saw an article in your publication 
reminding hospitals and doctors of the danger involved in 
tilling small gas cylinders from large ones. as definitely 
brought out in the case we are now writing you about, that 
you would thereby perform a real service to them. 

We presume some few discount our warnings on the sub- 
ject, thinking that in selling small cylinders we make a 
greater profit than we do on the large ones. That isn’t the 
point at all. They cost us more to prepare, and we have to 
sell for more per unit of content. Even so, and this is the 
important point, the filling of high-pressure small containers 
from large ones by hospitals or doctors, is a most dangerous 
procedure, and somebody of authority, like yourselves, we 
believe, will have to help the gas manufacturers in making 
these hospitals and doctors realize that the warnings of the 
gas manufacturers on the subject should be heeded. 

The writer is a graduate chemical engineer (Harvard), 
is a member of the leading chemical societies. and has fol- 
lowed this line of business for a quarter of a century. If 
we did not realize the seriousness of the subject, and the 
interest of your readers in it, we would not have bothered 
you with this long letter, the courteous reading of which we 
thank you for at this time.
